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CLOSING OF THE 
BELLA VISTA 


The decision to close down 
the Bella Vista at Macao as a 
leave and crecrention centre for 
British Servicemen from Hong 
Kong is not the less to be deplored 
because of the official explana- 
tion for it. Some sacrifices were 
naturally to be expected of the 
Army in an effort to meet part 
of othe strain upon'the Home 
Country arising from the hard 
currency crisis. Such were per- 
haps inevitahle even here, ten 
thousand miles away. It seems a 
pity, nevertheless, that the first 
immediate sign of ‘retrenchment 
and readjustment to the new 
situation should be the liquidation 
of the ane amenity in’ this part 
of the world available to other 
tanks whieh offered them free- 
dom for a few days from what 
we might term, cuphemistically, 
the exigencies of Service  con- 
ditions in the Far East. Few of 
the troops at: present in Hong 
Kong have had opportunity to 
benefit from the facilities which 
were ta be found at the Bella 
Vista and Macao's readiness to 
give them an unreservedly ‘varm 
welcome, All three — battalions 
ure, relatively, newcomers to this 
part of the world, Access to the 
visitors’ book at the Bella Vista,

document deeply expressive of the 
Serviceman's appreciation — and 
giaticude for the chanue of at- 
tmesphere provided by his te'p to 
Mincao, the enjoyable (if bricf) 
sense of freedom, and the thought- 
fulness and keenness af ‘the staff 
in their determination to make 
his holiday a relief and a success. 
In this connection, the work of 
the WGvV.5. ‘deserves a special 
tribute. Whether it was that 
Macao was particularly fortunat 
in the choice of the W.V.S, girls’ 
who were: posted to the leave 
centre, ot whether the whole ser- 
vier is entitled to share in the 
high credit carned, they did their 
job magnificently, To do away 
with ‘all this at a moment's natice 
seems, as we have said before, a 
great pity. The reason officially 
given is that Macao is in the non- 
sterling area, which means, pre- 
sumably, that the action has been 
taken on instructions from the 
War Office. Presumably, too, 
there’ was no prospect of a suc- 
cessful appeal against the sen- 
tence. Yet the total amount in- 
volved could hardly have been 
Juree. The cost of renting the 
Belia Vista, we understand, was 
neylivible, a few pounds a month. 
Food supplies came largely from 
NAAFI in Hong Kong, and 
Jocal purchases were too small to 
be important. ‘The biggest item 
was represented’ hy what money 
was spent, outside the Centre by 
those on leave. Of this, of course, 
no accurate figure is possible, but 
having regard to all the ,con- 
ditions, it is not easy: to accept 
with conviction that .the exchange 
fictor’ involved could be a mat- 
ter of serious concern. A sugres-

In any 
case it {s unlikely there could 
be so heavy o programme as 
the last one, which included 
such considerable measures as 
the Transport, Town and Coun- 
try Planning, and Electricity 
Acts and ene of which Sn car. 
lier times might have been 
counted aos a mafor work of 
ofie sension, It is freely pre- 
dicted that the moat controver-, 
sla) measure in Government's 
Plans as act out before the 
General Election—to * nation- 
nlise the iron and atecel indus- 
try—is to be postponed. Thit 
assumpticn is based on Govern- 
ment’s evident anxiety that its 
supporters, in’ the Partiament- 
ary Labour and in the Trades 
Union Congress, should not 
commit themselves to formal 
demands for a bill this coming 
seasion. 


Matter Of Timing 


The decisions reached by 
those bodies have formally ac. 
cepted the Government's’ argu- 
ment that it must be left to 
judge the timing of the mea- 
sure. It is thug open to Gov- 
ernment In October to promiac 
u measure to nattonalise the 
cee] industry, or to leave it 
out, If such a measure is in- 
clued there wil certainly be 
mist violent — political con- 
troversy ahead, If it is left 
out a number of Government's 
aupporters will be. disnppoint- 
ed.; thelr number and the ex- 
tent of thelr dismay would 
doubtless appear during the 
several ‘days’ debate on the 
King's Speech. A _ Ddill to na- 
tionalise the ‘gas industry has 
algo been expected; the same 
considerations-over timing also 
apply to this. 

Tt is not yet possible to enl- 
cu'nte very accurately how 
much Parlamentary time there 
will be for legislation in the 
coming session, The firat of 
the coming decisicns to affect 
this ca'culation will be that 
made by Mr. Dalton the Chan- 
cellor for the Exchequer na to 
the need or not fcr an Autumn 
budget. Here again expecta- 
tion fn growing that a budget 
will be unavoidab'e Jf Govern- 
ment’a action against’ the 
economic crisis is to be com- 
plete.
